A little Argentine girl who hasn’t even started 
to school yet is alive today because a lot of highly 
trained adults, both in this country and in South 
A m erica, got together in an alm ost unbelievable 
race against death Sunday — and won. 
The race started at about 5 p.m. the day be­ 
fore 
yesterday 
when 
radio 
engineer 
Albert 
Fernandez, 1005 Stephen Ave., Croydon, listening 
in on his “ ham ’’ radio, heard a distress call from 
Peru. 
“ We need staphcillin,” the call said, “ to save 
the life of a little girl who is dying in Buenos 
A ires.” 
Hare Drug 


The Peruvian said none of the rare drug was 
available anyw here in Argentina or in Colombia 
or in Venezuela. Was it possible to get it in the 
United States? 
Staphcillin is a new drug, extrem ely hard to 
obtain, which is used in the treatm ent of over­ 


whelm ing infection which can develop in the bodies 
of ill persons who have become im m une to penicil­ 
lin. 
And penicillin im m unity had grown in little 
three-year-old M aria Gianiselli, who lay dying in 
W ard 17 of the Children’s Hospital in Buenos Aires. 
Staphcillin was the only thing which would save 
her life. 
Aware Of Urgency 


Fully aw are of the urgency of the problem 
but not quite sure how to solve it — it was Sun­ 
day and a holiday — Fernandez suddenly thought 
of his friend Dr. O scar Oliva, who for several 
years has been a resident physician at Lower 
Bucks County Hospital. Could there be staphcillin 
there? 
Fernandez contacted Dr. Oliva and told him 
w hat w as happening. He didn’t have to tell him 
how badly the drug was needed, though; the doc­ 
tor knew. 


Dr. Oliva, who is from Argentina himself, 
prom ptly got in touch with Miss Evelyn Rotondo, 
chief pharm acist at the hospital, who told him 
there was some of 
the wonder drug 
in her 
pharm acy — some of the little, in fact, that’s to 
be found anywhere in the Lower Bucks area. 
Still A Problem 
The staphcillin 
found, the 
problem 
still 
re­ 
m ained of getting 
it 
all the way to the dying 
child’s South American bedside. After all, it was 
needed “ right now.” 
Fernandez solved that problem, too. 
He got in touch with an operations control of­ 
ficer at the Philadelphia International Airport. The 
operations officer who is also a “ ham ” operator, 
told Fernandez that if the drug could be gotten 
to the airport quickly enough, it could be flown 
to Miami on a south-bound

No Time To Spare 
Fernandez arrived at the airport with no time 
whatever to spare, hut lie did catch the Eastern 
flight, the captain of which agreed to exceed his 
scheduled flying time to Miami in hopes of making 
the jet connection. 
From Philadelphia, Fernandez cam e home to 
wait. There was nothing to do now but hope. 
Last night at 7 o’clock the wait ended. An­ 
other “ham” operator, this one in Uruguay, called 
with the news: “Little Maria is going to be all 
right.” 
The Uruguayan told Fernandez that the child’s 
parents and her doc tor were waiting at the Buenos 
Aires airport when the big jet arrived. He said 
they sped with the drug to the hospital, where it 
was promptly administered — just in time. 
Fernandez said today that “I don’t want any 
publicity about what we did. I just thank God that 
we were able to do it in time to help that poor 
child.”
